Americans 
move out 
of Saigon 


SAIGON. The U.S. Em- 
bassy yesterday began to move out 
its staff, as Saigon government 
troops yielded more ground to-Com- 
munist forces northeast of the capi- 
tal. 

The troops pulled out of the vital 
district town of Kiem Tan, about 
70 km. from Saigon, and military 
sources said the Communists were 
preparing for another major assault 
on Xuan Loc provincial capital, 
which has withstood bombardment 
for a week. 

Government units trying to re. 
open Highway 1 to Xuan Loc have 
been pushed back closer to Saigon, 
increasing the threat to the major 
air base at Bien Hoa and to the 
capital itself. 

On the coast, the Saigon command 
confirmed the loss of the port town 
of Phan Rang, although some of the 
defenders were regrouping to the 
south. Communist troops were now 
Shelling close to Phan Thiet, one 
of only three sizeable harbours still 
in government hands. A convoy of 
Communist tanks and infantry was 
also moving on the town. 

The military setbacks reported 
yesterday, combined with the news 
of the fall of Phnom Penh and the 
start of the American “retreat,” 
could have a serious effect on the 
morale of the forces which make 
up Saigon's defences,

Smokers know it’s bad, 
but only a few can stop 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Cigarette smoking among the 
urban population has gone down 
40 per cent last year to 36 per 
cent this year, according to a sur- 
vey by the institute for Applied 
Social Research. The extent of 
the smoking habit is thus back 
to what it was in the years 1971 
and 1972, a Health Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 
Although the percentage of 
those who tried to kick the habit 
(44) ‘thas remained the same this 
year as‘ last year, the propor- 
tion of those who have tried and 
failed has gone up from 25 per 
cent last year to 40 this year. 


The largest decreases in smok- 
ing were observed in the 30-34 
and in the over-55 age groups. 
and 
from Europe or America, 
those with higher education were 
More numerous among those cut- 
ting down, About 45 per cent of 
persons belonging to the Sephardi 
community smoke, compared 
with 32 per cent of the Ashkenazi 
community. 

Men atill smoke more cigarettes 
a day than women and those with 
less education away more 
than the better educated. Sephardi 
smokers consume more cigarettes 
a day than Ashkenazim: 39 per 


Cent of Sephardim smoke 21 ci- 
garettes and more a day, while 
only 27 per cent of Ashkenazim 
are in thet group. 


A full 98 per cent of smokers 
know that their habit may be 
harmful to their health; 82 per 
cent know that it may cause can- 
‘cer; 28 per cent are aware it may 
cause heart disease. 


About 60 per cent of all smok~- 
ers said they were “thinking 
about quitting.” Only one smoker 
out of a hundred came out with 
a straight statement that he was 
happy with his habit and had no 
intention of breaking it.

Red Cross cares 
for 2,000 in 
Phnom Penh botel 


GENEVA (UPI). — The Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross 
failed yesterday to restore radio con- 
tact with its delegation in Phnom 
Penh but received word via Bangkok 
that “all is well.” 

Officials said Red Cross dele- 
gates in Bangkok managed to con- 
tact Phnom Penh briefly but the 
radio link was very poor. . 

“Andre Pasquier, the chief dele- 
gate in Phnom Penh, did say how- 
ever that ‘All ie well',” the officials 
said at Red Cross headquarters in 
Geneva. 

The last contact between Geneva 
and Pasquier at Le Phnom Hotel 
in the Cambodian capital was in the 
morning when Pasquier reported 
some 2,000 persons, many of them

Cross protection at the botel which 
had been declared a neutral zone 
on Wednesday.

THE CULTURAL HIGHLIGHT of 
this year’s Independence Day celeb- 
rations was undoubtedly the appear- 
ance in Jerusalem of Arthur Rubin- 
steln, the doyen of pianists, who 
Played Beethoven's Fifth Piano 
Concerto, with the Jerusalem Sym- 
phony Orchestra (rehearsed and con- 

ducted by Alexander Schneider — 
Jerusalem Theatre, April 15). Despite 
the expensive tickets, the hall was 
crowded to more than capacity. 
People were in the mood for standing 
ovations — first to Golda Meir, then 
to the planist on his entrance and, 
of course, even more so at the end 
of his performance, 

Rubinstein’s approach today is a 
far cry from his forceful, aggressive, 
often boisterous attitude of the past. 
He no longer has to give proof to the 
world of his abilities, his power, his 
stamina. His fortissimo is mellowed 
by the wisdom of maturity, his sing- 
ing of soft phrases creates a string 
of precious gems, formed with ever 
loving care by a great connoisseur 
of beauty. He Ustens with rapture to 
the solo contributions of the wind 
instruments and accompanies them 
with his arpeggios like a lover's 
caress. When not playing to the 
music continuing in the orchestra 
he lives it as an integral part, not as 
a celebrated soloist being accom- 
panied for his glorification, 


Alexander Schneider did not miss 
any opportunity to contribute the 
maximum to the occasion, and the 
orchestra responded the challenge on 
the whole very satisfactorily. The 
unannounced switch in the pro- 
gramme, giving the Concerto first, 
deprived the cheering audience of 
some encores which the maestro 
would surely have offered in his 
well-known generosity. Those res- 
Ponsible will have to answer for this 
on the Day of Judgment. 

Schneider is not by any means an 
academically inclined conductor — 
he ts a full-blooded artist who wants 
to make music without always ob- 
serving the strict rules and tradl- 
tions. And, refi his tempera- 
ment, his interpretation of Beetho- 
ven's Fifth Symphony was fiery, 
vivacious, quicker in most tempi than 
‘customary, accents more forceful 
than perhaps acceptable in a routine 
performance — but this was not a 
routine performance. There was none 
of the sloppiness sometimes appar- 
ent In readings of standard works 
like this symphony, no slackening of 
tension — neither for the player nor 
for the listener, Schneider trans- 
ferred his boundless enthusiasm and 
energy to his musicians, and as a 
result the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra gave a very creditable 
performance,
